Who will be catching fish we will eat in 
the next twenty years: a Port Clyde high 
school graduate, or a Japanese factory- 
ship worker, or a Somali immigrant aqua- 
farmer? The four hundred-year-old 
fisheries of the Gulf of Maine are poised 
at a pivot point unprecedented in their 
history. Even as fish stocks edge toward 
recovery, the knowledge and craft of fish- 
ing, the vessels, gear, and very communi- 
ties that have sustained this industry are 
slipping away. Net Worth: the Rise and 
Fall of Maine's Fin Fisheries will follow 
stories that have been intrinsically enmeshed in bringing 
these fisheries to their current state. 

* Through models, photographs and plans, this exhibit 
will establish ‘portraits’ of Maine fishing vessel types, onshore 
and offshore, sail and power. 

* Throughout the summer and fall are expected visits to 
the MMM waterfront of fishing vessels, both historical and 
present-day, including the Grand Banks schooner 
BLUENOSE II and the sardine packer JACOB PIKE. 

* Fishing gear from the MMM collection will be on view, 
including a Banks dory with full 19th century gear. 

* Among the many net types and fish handling gear will 
be a seldom, if ever, seen on-land installation of both a full- 


Of Fish and Bank Runs 


Years ago, a cherished myth of my youth was dashed when I 
learned that the struggling Pilgrims had been bailed out in 
their first difficult winter by waving down a passing cod-fish- 
erman, and sending out for take-out in the form of victuals 


brought down the coast from Maine.

Curator of Exhibits That there was someone else ahead of 


the Pilgrims in their howling wilder- 
ness — a small fleet of ships and employees of Fernando 
Gorges’ fish station — steadily working along on Damariscove 
Island, waist deep in split flakes of Europe's most sought after 
protein, picking their teeth with codfish bones, and belching 
in the fog — this was astounding. It was like landing on the 
moon, only to find a ‘Fish & Chips’ stand. 

Though we may have the lobster on our car license plate, 
it was the fish that began it all. John Smith recorded fishing 
activity on Monhegan in 1614. But the English learned 
from others still earlier. Decades before geographers, royalty, 
and gentlemen-of-fortune pondered where the edge of the 


size groundfish trawl net, and a purse seine as 
they would deploy underwater. 

* Net technologies of the future will be pre- 
viewed with scale models of new gear designs that 
reduce by-catch, and underwater tow-test video. 

* Archival and present-day fisheries photogra- 
phy and video of groundfish trawling, herring 
seiners, weir fishing, and tuna fishing will be run- 
ning, as well as current fisheries related film pro- 
ductions that approach new aspects of 
management, science, and marketing vital to 
future fisheries. 

Net Worth will stir up the heady chowder of 
Maine history, economics, politics, and technology that has 
shaped the deceptively simple task of pulling fish from the sea. 

Museum programs will explore the past, present, and future 
of fishing in Maine. “Fish Tales,” is a series of informal events 
about fish, fishing, culture, and food. Adults and kids alike can 
learn to tie flies with Start it off Right. Visitors and members 

can cruise the rivers, kayak the bay and fish the sea daily to 
explore fish habitats and actually reel some in. Pour a cup of 
chowdah and log on to www.MaineMaritimeMuseum.org for 
all the dates and times.

Western Ocean was, generations of Portuguese and Basque 
cod-fishermen were sliding toward the setting sun to make 


extraordinary catches in the fog-shrouded waters of what 
was to become the Grand Banks, Georges Bank, and the 
Gulf of Maine. Like most fishermen, they tried to keep quiet 
about it; like most fishermen they couldn't resist a good 
hook-and-line tale. 


It is interesting to note in our current wave of speculative 


financial shipwrecks, that what brought the reality of the

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“What is required of us now is a new era of responsibility

An institution such as Maine Maritime Museum 
does this not only through its collections, but the very ground 
it occupies, sited as it is on the only existing, intact shipyard 
in the country where wooden sailing vessels were built. 

Preserving these treasures has always been expensive and 
difficult work, particularly for the majority of museums 
(like MMM) that do not receive any state or federal fund- 
ing beyond competitively awarded grants and must rely on 
the support of members and donors as well as visitors who 
pay admission and program fees. 

Maine Maritime Museum has always been a lean organiza- 
tion that utilizes its resources as efficiently as possible striving 
to do the most good for the least cost. Because of our frugality 
and the hard work of our staff and many volunteers, we are 
able to continue making this incredibly rich and vibrant her- 

itage of maritime Maine accessible to all. However, we are still 
subject to the same market forces affecting businesses and 
individuals these days. As the market has declined dramatical- 
ly, so has our endowment. From February 2008 to February 
2009, our endowment lost 42% of its value. The endowment 
is comprised of many funds which are donor designated for

specific purposes and we are limited to spending only the 
interest and income from these funds for our operating needs. 
The decline in our endowment means there are less funds 
available for current and future operating needs. To ensure a 
stable organization today and in the future, we have had to 
make some difficult cuts affecting staff and operations. 

It is enormously gratifying to report that even with 
these cuts, because of the dedication of our remaining staff, 
the incredible commitment of our volunteers, and the sup- 
port of our board of trustees, we are able to continue offer- 
ing the full scope of Programs and exhibits that educate 
the public about the important role of maritime affairs in 
our lives. And, as always, we'll continue to do that in ways 
that are engaging, fun, and sometimes surprising. To that 
end, I direct your attention to our newest exhibit, Net 
Worth: The Rise and Fall of Maine’ Fin Fisheries. There is a 
full complement of Programs for all ages and interests and 
I can promise that this exhibit will expand your under- 


standing and give you an entirely new perspective on this 
critical Maine industry. 


As we continue to do the most we can with the least 
until the economy improves, I want to thank every one of 
you — our Trustees, our Volunteers, our Members, and our 
staff for continuing to support MMM and the difficult but 
satisfying work we do so that we can continue to survive, 
and even thrive, in these economically challenging times.

Marine Draftsperson Needed 


We need someone to finish the 
drawings of the steam tug 
Seguin. This 1884 Bath-built tug 
was thoroughly documented and 
photographed by Maine 
Maritime Museum when the 
hull was still around to be meas- 
ured. The drawings were begun 
by David Dillion, who has done 
many sets of drawings for the 
Museum, mostly of small craft. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Dillion’s fail- 
ing eyesight and poor health 
have made it impossible for him to fin- 
ish the project. The drawings are 
intended to show the original configu- 
ration of the tug as well as her 1970 as- 
found condition. There are ten sheets 
of drawings which need to be complet- 
ed — most are nearly finished — and 
two sheets which need to be drawn 
from scratch (one is the cover sheet for 
the project, and is mostly lettering).

Stove Needed for Donnell House 


For the 2009 opening of the William T. 
& Clara H. Donnell House, we are con- 
centrating on the kitchen, which has 
attracted a lot of attention from visitors 
and required a lot of work from our vol- 
unteer staff. Stripping the many layers 
of paint from the woodwork has been 
done by volunteers Stewart Anderson, 
Ivon Boyer, and Cyrus Kendrick, and 
has taken literally hundreds of hours.

1892 stained and varnished appearance.

The centerpiece of any kitchen is 
the stove, and we are looking for a par- 
ticular one to install here. Frank and 
Margery Sylvester, who owned the 
house from 1947 to 1976, found a 
Crawford Fortress (see photograph) in 
the kitchen, and 
believed that it dated 
back to the Donnell 
days. It had been 
altered for burning oil, 
but was originally 
| designed for wood/coal 
fuel. That stove is gone 
now, but we have set 
our hearts on having 
one just like it.

Live Yankees: The Sewalls and Their Ships

We are excited and proud to announce 
the latest Maine Maritime Museum 
publication, a book we have been 
imagining for decades, written by one 
of the best maritime authors going. 
Someone has been thinking about a 
book about the shipbuilding and ship- 
owning Sewalls of Bath ever since 
Mark Hennessy persuaded a group of 
folks to start the Marine Research 
Society of Bath, which grew into — us. 
For nearly a century members of the 
Sewall family built and managed a fleet 
of more than one hundred merchant 
vessels, mostly stout deepwater square- 
riggers. No family has been more inti- 
mately associated with the history of 
the city of Bath, then among the most 
productive shipbuilding communities 
of any size in the world. Despite a 
veneer of old-fashioned formalized 
civility, international shipping in the 
late 1800s and early 1900s was a highly 
competitive, low-margin, and often cut- 
throat business. While the Sewalls’ 
shrewd responses to market changes 
make a fascinating story, the surviving 
correspondence from their captains 
offers adventure of another kind. Sewall 
captains were required to make regular 
reports to the Sewall office, and this 
correspondence is a treasure-trove of 
stories about the voyages of Sewall 
ships—surly crews, mutinies, plagues, 
shipwrecks, “cannibal isles,” destitute 


widows, and more, along with details of 
ship performance, weather encoun- 
tered, trouble in port, and even (shud- 
der) lawsuits. The Sewalls also invested 
in railroads and other non-maritime 
securities and speculations, and also 
became involved in politics, but it is 
in the maritime world that they are 
best remembered. They built the 
largest wooden square-riggers in the 
U.S., and the only American-built 
fleet of steel sailing vessels. As the 
owners of the last surviving impor- 
tant fleet of American square-riggers 
engaged in worldwide trade, it was 
the Sewalls’ fate to draw the curtain 
on this economic enterprise. No fam- 
ily had worked more assiduously, 
more stubbornly, or with more enter- 
prise to delay the arrival of that day. 
William H. Bunting is the author of 
Portrait of a Port: Boston 1852-1914; 
Steamers, Schooners, Cutters, and Sloops; 
A Days Work: A Sampler of Historic 
Maine Photographs, 1860-1920 in two 
volumes; Sea Struck; and The Camera’

he was co-author of An Eye for the 
Coast: The Maritime and Monhegan 
Island Photographs of Eric Hudson. He 
lives in Whitefield, Maine.

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My Favorite Artifact 


_ Sica paintings, logs, etc., I had been 

seeing up close on a weekly basis last 

summer as a gallery docent. When asked - 

again by Ann, my mind went to the figurehead of Captain 
Samuel Skolfield II. Located on the immediate right as one 
_ enters the gallery area, he had been my ongoing companion 
as I performed my docent duties last summer. 

Since then, I have learned (thanks to Nathan Lipfert,) 


that this item had previously been on loan to the Museum. 


It was actually purchased this past year and is now part of 
the permanent collection. It is due for restoration, includ- 
ing adding the missing feet, so it may not be on view for 
this coming summer. 


Nevertheless, the Captain Skolfield figurehead has inter- 


ested me for a number of reasons. It is full size; it is a fig- 
ure of a man (not a woman as I and some visitors expect 
in a figurehead), and it comes from a Brunswick-built 
ship, the Sam Skolfield II. A museum visitor’s question as 
to whether this was the same Skolfield family of the 
Skolfield-Whittier House in Brunswick (now my “home 


town’) led me to look further into this gentleman, the ship 


and figurehead named for him, and his family. 
The Skolfield family had settled on Harpswell Neck in 
the 1700's and built ships into the 1880's. The Sam 


Skolfield II of our Captain Skolfield figurehead was known 


‘This igurehead came fon the second 
ship named Sam Skolfield I. It is 
described as a “full-rigged sailing ship,” 
having “two decks, three masts, elliptic 
stern, a figurehead.” Our Captain 
Skolfield i ect sailed with his ship to New York, Asia, 
Australia, and South America. In 1908, when the ship was 
converted to a barge, the figurehead was removed. It later 
resided over the door of Sailors Haven, a seaman’s home in 
Charlestown, MA, for a number of years, and ultimately 
made its way to the Maine Maritime Museum. 

Interestingly, you can get a look at the first Sam Skolfield 
II ship in the Crooker Gallery. There is a painting of it in 
the back left corner. The painting is of the ship during a 
storm of its maiden voyage, captained by Samuel Skolfield II. 
This ship was lost in a hurricane in 1884; the second was 
built in 1885, lasting in several configurations until 1921. 

Specific information regarding these two items comes 
from the information plaques next to the objects in the 
museum and the book The Skolfields and Their Ships, 
also published by the Museum.

New World to the Old were not the seekers of gold or spice 
routes, or the boundary-drawers. Like Gorges’ 1607 Popham 
colony, these ventures toward Norumbega, the “Lands to the 
West’, mostly failed, or they learned about fish and furs. To 
Gorges (who was never interested in seeing his New England 
grant holdings) and other venture capitalists of his ilk, fish, 
furs, and timber were bankable, but boring compared to the 
elusive silver and gold that just never seemed to crop up any- 
where between the Piscataqua and the Kennebec. 

The way to the New World was paved with cod. Unlike the 
endless convolutions of scores of dead-end routes to the fabled 
East, the route to the fish is straight, short, and to the point. A 
straight line drawn from Bilbao on the northern Basque coast 
of Spain past Cape Sable, Nova Scotia - the eastern arm of the 
Gulf of Maine - runs right down a chain of legendary fishing 
grounds: Flemish Cap, Grand Bank, Green Bank, Banquereau, 
Western Bank, Le Have Bank, Roseway Bank, Browns Bank, 
Georges Bank. This line finally hits land at a promontory 
appropriately called Cape Cod. This is the New World geogra- 
phy that proved more lucrative than any westward passage to 
Cathay. The submarine nature of this geography became inti- 
mately known as generations of fishers sounded its shallowing 
contours, canyons, hummocks, boulder-fields, and sand dunes. 


The seasonal movements of the species caught across it defined 
its productivity, and offered glimpses of an eco-system that was 
being altered before being fully understood. 

So began an epic five hundred year protein extraction 
that has exploited every conceivable Gulf of Maine fishery to 
the point of commercial stalemate, many to biological col- 
lapse, and that has left all participants either broke, embit- 
tered, nostalgic, or wondering what comes next. 

If there is any current interest in pursuing a new econom- 
ic model not based on ever larger levels of consumption, 
there may be lessons learned in the plight of the New 
England fisheries, which have been floundering along the 
abyss of imminent collapse for decades. 

These fisheries are in the throes of defining a new model 
that, though still ill-defined, is bent on finding a way forward 
between the rigidities of government management and the 
innate urge of fishers to always land one more. The meeting 
place of this dialog is now being provided by better science - 
in gear technology, detailed bathymetrics, species tracking, etc. 

In both fishing and financing, the resource is renewable 
and can yield ample return if the scale of withdrawals is 
understood, expectations are sober, and there is a direct stake 
in the net worth for those involved. You can bank on that.

brother. At least one of my classmates also graduated from 
Maine Maritime Academy and made his career in the mer- 
chant marine. It was part of life along the Maine coast back 
then. I hope it still is. 


Captain Charles Spear 


Back in 2003, Captain Charles Spear spoke at a 
Symposium at the Museum. He had been in command of 
merchant vessels during World War II, and his freighter 
Henry Miller had been torpedoed. Declining to abandon 
the vessel, he brought it into port at Gibraltar, without loss 
of life. He was extremely self-effacing in telling this tale, 
making it seem like another day at the office, when it was 
obviously a time of extreme crisis for a young merchant 

officer. It is a story that shows up time and again in the his- 
torical record — under inspiring leadership, the crew of a 
ship faces up to an overwhelming disaster and survives by 
simply refusing to accept failure. The only question is, 
when your crisis comes, will someone be able to supply the 
leadership? Could you do it? Captain Spear could. 

His sons probably could, too. I remember attending a 
party at Doug and Linda Lee’s house back in 1971 or so. 
Well, we called it a party. Actually, we all picked and spun 
oakum for caulking their schooner at the time, the Jsaac H. 
Evans. But there was beer. John Spear was there — at that 


time he was an officer on tankers. He was talking about the 


crew on his last trip fighting among themselves, and that 
someone had to disarm them. I think he said, “We took 
their knives away.” At the time I thought he meant some- 
one else had actually gone up to the sailors and demanded

their knives. After hearing his father quietly describe his 
hair-raising World War II story, I wonder if perhaps John 
was in the thick of things aboard the tanker. 

After hearing about Captain Spear on Saturday, I was 
back in the office on Monday when Norman Kenney walked 
in and told me that Bill Donnell had died. William R. 
Donnell was the great grandson of William T. Donnell, who 
built schooners on what is now Maine Maritime Museum 
property, and whose house is now part of the Museum's 
exhibits. He was the Museum’s window into the shipbuild- 
ing Donnell family, loaning us family photographs and 
doing his own research into the family history. In the 1960s 
he acquired an old schooner and rebuilt it for the windjam- 
mer trade in the old Percy & Small shipyard — this was the 
Mary E, the oldest Bath-built wooden vessel still afloat. 

When it came time to get U.S. Coast Guard certification, an 
officer in charge of inspection - Capt. W. J. Lewis Parker - 
said that knowing the Donnell family had done the work 
made him sure it was done right. Into his late 70s, Bill 
Donnell operated, single-handed, a clapboard mill next to 
his house in Sedgwick. He was a multi-talented man who 
felt strong connections to the past and taught others all he 
could about what he learned. 

I have not been close to either the Spears or the Donnells. 
Our lives intersect every once in a while, because of my job 
at the Museum, because of my interests, because of living in 
the same area. But the events of that winter weekend have 
made me realize how glad I am that families like theirs still 
exist. Men like these, strong characters with a lifetime of 
knowledge, are part of what makes life worth living and one 
of the reasons we pressure the maritime history of Maine — 
so future generations will remember and be inspired to 


achieve their own greatness. 


Capt. Spear’s friends and family decided on one way to

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Discovery Boatbuilding Program: 
“A Different Kind of Growth” 


Jason Morin, Director of Public Programs 


Usually when I write about the Discovery Boatbuilding pro- 
gram (DBB), the focus is on the growth and changes that we 
see in the students as they go through the program. We note 
how they mature and step up to the various challenges of the 
program and how inspirational it is to see students who may 
struggle in a traditional class room setting come into their 
own and gain a new perspective of their abilities. This time 
however, my focus is on a different kind of growth; this year 
it is the program itself that has seen change. 

Now in its fourteenth year, DBB has suddenly grown in 
a number of ways. The small community of South Bristol 
has sent their entire eighth grade class to the Museum's 
boat shop. The eighth grade class usually consists of six to 
eight eager boys and girls, however the class of 2009 is 
made up of fourteen students! But this is only part of the

pating in the program too. Students from Woolwich were 
selected based on an application process in which both stu- 
dents and parents were required to write an 
essay explaining why they were excellent can- 
didates for the program. Fifteen students 
were selected, rounding out the DBB pro- 
gram, which now serves two school districts 
and a total of 29 students. 

With such a significant jump in the 
number of students the Museum also need- 
ed to expand our boatshop volunteer ranks. 
We have been extremely lucky in finding 
volunteers who not only have a wealth of 
knowledge to share but are also amazing 
with the students. We have even expanded 
the curriculum by adding a shop tour of 
local boatbuilder, Richard Nichols. Students 
now have a unique opportunity to discuss 
building techniques and career opportuni- 
ties with a professional boatbuilder. 

As the school year nears its end and I reflect, 
I am gratified to see the personal growth and 
development in the students that we’ve come 
to expect, but I also now see a program that 
has grown and expanded its horizons.

The Puzzler 
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A New Puzzler 


Here is another group of pictures found in the Museum’ files, 
under the heading “Sailmaking.” It is not clear that they have 
anything to do with sailmaking, though. Perhaps rigging, perhaps 
something else. All the photographs are dated September 1965, 
but have no other identification or accession number on them. 
Number One shows a small desk, with a display of rope samples 
on the wall behind. Number Two is an attic or loft scene, with a 
pile of the sort of boxes in which businesses used to keep their 
records. Number Three depicts a large device like a capstan or 
shipyard crab, for dragging large objects around a yard (it is miss- 
ing its long bar). And Number Four shows another large, rather 
complex device of uncertain use. They look like the sort of photo- 
graph that is taken to document an interesting historic building — 
sometimes just before it is torn down or cleaned out. They would, 
in fact, be an interesting record of the building, if we knew what 
building it was!
